297383), does not disclose, teach, or suggest alone or in any combination a fuel cell 
separator comprising: a separating section for achieving separation between a fuel gas 
channel and an oxidizer gas channel, a sealing section disposed along an outer 
periphery of the separator, the separating section and the sealing section being 
integrally formed, wherein a region corresponding to the sealing section is provided with 
a sealing projection which is formed so as to extend in parallel with the surface of the 
electrolyte assembly, a vertex of which is brought into pressure-contact with the 
electrolyte assembly under a resilient force, wherein the sealing proiection has, at least 
in its area to be contacted bv the electrolvte laver. a high polvmer elastic laver formed of 
an elastic bodv. wherein the high polvmer elastic laver has a width ranging from 1 to 10 
mm and a thickness ranaina from 1 to lOOum .
